Clash over Navy protection ships

Significant changes would force 
the ministry to redraft its plans, 
with consequent delay. 

General Acland, while a 
Lieutenant-Colonel commanding 
tile second battalion of the 
Scots' 'Guards, pur fu's career 
prospects at risk 10 years ago 
by writing a strongly-worded 
letter to The Times, protesting 
against defence cuts. 

He embarrassed his superiors, 
many of whom privately agreed 
with him, by writing: Mt 
seems that neither the poli¬ 
ticians nor the bureaucratic'in¬ 
mates of the Ministry of 
Defence (Army) . . . seem 
capable of looking beyond their 
own noses”.

brigadier,, he is said to be a 
soldier's soldier, more at home 
in the field with his troops than 
immobilized by paperwork at a 
desk. 

Although he has served m 
West Germany and Northern 
Ireland, he belongs to tbe 
Army’s “warm climate” school, 
with experience in Malaya, 
Cyprus, Egypt, Kenya and 
Zambia. That-perhaps explains 
why he has been chosen for one 
of the- Array’s most sensitive 
special . assignments. He is 
married with an adult daughter 
and a son who has served in 
tbe Army. 

It is understood that General 
Acland would act as a military 
adviser to the Governor during 
a ceasefire. A subordinate offi¬ 
cer would exercise day-to-day 
command over the troops. 

Under the. latest British 
plan, the force- would number 
more than 1,000, including heli¬ 
copter pilots from the Army 
and RAF and groundstaFf. Be¬ 
tween 600 and 700 men would 
be British, with the remainder 
drawn from Australia, New 
Zealand. Fiji and Kenya. 

One of the difficulties is that 
the delicate job of monitoring 
a ceasefire would, demand, high- 
grade soldiers capable _ of 
making finely-balanced judg¬ 
ments while stationed io remote 
outposts. This means that the 
force would have to be “ top 
heavy'’ with a relatively high 
number of officers and senior 
NCOs. 

They would be flown to 
Salisbury by the RAF. then dis¬ 
tributed in small detachments 
by helicomer. The troops would 
carry only small arms for per¬ 
sonal protection.

Bethlehem’s 
budget has 
no room for 
Christmas

Bethlehem, Dec 2 

The Arab town revered by 
Christians rhe world o?«ir as the 
birthplace of Christ is facing 
a drab Christmas without street 
decorations, festive lights, im¬ 
ported trees or ev^n proper 
municipal services for the 
20,000 pilgrims who a arm ally 
congregate in Manger Square 
on Christmas Eve. 

Mr Elias Freij, die elected 
mayor, disclosed in an inter¬ 
view with The Times today 
that because of the political 
turmoil ou the occupied West 
flank, Bethlehem would not 
have money for the festivities 
which make it tbe focal point 
for televired Christmas celebra¬ 
tions throughout the world. 

Bethlehem usually allocates 
about £10,000 of its annual 
budget for Christmas expendi¬ 
ture. Included in this is pay¬ 
ment for a special cleaning 
team of 30 men. a lunch ot 
traditional fare for. 400 Arab 
and Israeli dignitaries and hos¬ 
pitality for the many foreign 
choirs who come to sing carols 
in front of the Church of the 
Nativity. 

*■ By December 20 we shall 
have no cash left- to spend on 
anything. The town will be 
what you in England describe 
as flat broke”, Mr Freij said. 
( “So l will have no alterna¬ 
tive but to -scrap the whole 
of the Christmas programme. 1 ” 

Bethlehem's unseasonal 

poverty is directly attributable 
to unrest throughout the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip caused 
by Israel's continuing efforts to 
expel Mr Bassam Shaka, the 
mayor of Nablus. 

Lasr month, all 25 elected 
mayors and councils in the 
region resigned iti protest at the 
threatened deportation. 

According to Mr Freij, who is 
regarded as one of the most 
moderate of the West Bank 
leaders, the resignations caused 
the immediate freezing of all 
the substantial Arab funds for 
the occupied territories which 
are channelled through Jordan. 

“In the case of Bethlehem, 
that money accounted far 70 per 
cent of our. annual budget”, he 
said.

The company, Thornycroft,

company’s design is unsuitable 
for the Royal Navy, , has been 
spreading confidential criti¬ 
cisms of tbe design. 

The company has not been 
given the opportunity ro answer 
tbe criticisms, which could 
damage export- prospects. 

. The company’s- design,' the 
Osprey, is a basic 165ft Offshore 
patrol vessel costing-about £3m 
a ship. Thornycroft, Giles has 
proposed it. as a replacement 
for the old- 15Zfr “ Ion ” class 
of minesweepers -which were 
convened for coastal protection 
work. Since the cod wars' vdrii 
Iceland need for a modern fleer 
of offshore protection vessels 
has increased. 

The Ministry of Defence has 
not yet announced its offshore 


protection vessel building pro¬ 
gramme. But it seems certain 
that the ministry will deride in 
favour of British Shipbuilders 
much longer 260ft QPV Mark 2.

Picketing is not a sacred right 
but a privilege, police 
chief says in call for new law

Study frf Wmdsctfle inquiry expresses cffll disqfedfcHSe

Mr James Anderton, the 
Chief Constable of Greater 
Manchester, entered the politi¬ 
cal arena again yesterday with 
a forthright speech in favour 
of new legislation on picketing. 

He told the Jewish Represen¬ 
tative Council of Greater Man¬ 
chester that voluntary codes of 
conduct and notes for guidance, 
although helpful, were not good 
enough, and claimed chat that 
view was shared by many trade 
unionists. 

“I say that if picketing 
cannot be peaceful without the 
constant presence of the 
police, if picketing cannot be 
conducted without violence, 
threats, intimidation and ob¬ 
struction, it should be expressly 
limited or controlled by law. 

“There is today a -wrongful 
assumption that picketing is a 
sacred right. Jr is norhing of the 
kind. It is a privilege, and privi¬ 
leges which are abused are 
usually withdrawn. 

“ The plain truth is that 
picketing is no longer an 


incidental issue, no longer 
mainly locally inspired, it is 
a highly organized, concerted 
phenomenon, a force to be 
reckoned -with, and the public 
burden will not be relieved by 
simply patching up the law in 
the short term ", Mr Anderton 
said. 

"I maintain that dear de¬ 
marcation lines between what 
pickers may or may not do 
should be drawn by the law 
and not by the poEce. and al¬ 
though it wiE be difficult to 
frame suitable legislation, it is 
surely not impossible and the 

effort must be made.” 

On the Public Order Act, 
1936, and its effect on marches 
and processions, Mr Anderton 
said he would not want to see 
any changes in the criteria for 
banning them. Chief constables 
should be left to exercise their 
professional judgment on 
whether serious public dis¬ 
order could be prevented by 
their own resources or with 
help. 

“ Bans should not be imposed 
on other than public order 


grounds. To do so would make 
Efe u nb p^ r^b jp' and subjeoc 
both the police and the com¬ 
munity to intolerable pressures. 

“ The possibility that a 
march in a given area may be 
harmful to race relations, as 
opposed to being deliberately 
provocative and likely to lead 
to violence, is not by itself a 
criterion to justify the imposi¬ 
tion of a ban." 

On incitfcemeflt to racial 
barred Mr Anderton said he 
had always been opposed to the 
introduction of specific legis¬ 
lation. "It is iHfounded and 
utterly subjective, not so much 
on overt acts, which 'often are : 
themselves disputable and 
madear, but as ca wfiat con- 
stmites racial hatred, a term 
which is somewhat obscure. I 
do not think there is a satis¬ 
factory answer. 

“ Racial hatred, however 
defined, is abhorrent, but 
from the point of view of prac¬ 
tical policing I would Jet it 
rest 'on the principle of * con¬ 
duct likely to cause a breach 
of the peace ’ ”

The full union executive 
agreed to set up the inquiry 
during talks with. the BL 
management when the car 
plants were being disrupted by 
protest strikes over the dis¬ 
missal of Mr Robinson and the 
disciplining of three other 
••hop stewards accused of un¬ 
dermining B.L.’s recovery plans. - 

Mr Robinson told the stew¬ 
ards: “ I have had no informa¬ 
tion whatever about how this 
inquiry is being convened or 
what the terms, of' reference 
are.” 

He also said .that he had no 
information about an ex gratia 
payment to him. But he added 
that if the payment was to in¬ 
clude any cash for - the period 
when Longbridge men 'were on 
strike, he would hand the 
money to a charity. 

The shop stewards met in a 
public hell and it was agreed 
rhar meetings will take place 
outside the plant until Mr 
Robinson is reinstated. 

More money 
sought for 
food stocks

The Government wants to in¬ 
crease spending on emergency 
food stocks for the first time in 
Four years. Mr Peter Walker. 
Minister of Agriculture, Fish¬ 
eries fflld Fond, is to present a 

supplementary estimate to Par¬ 
liament which will raise the 
trash limit on the stocks from 
£5S.lm to £72.6m in the present 
financial year. 

Ministers want the money to 
buy more bask foods to be held 
in the case of a blockade or 
peacetime emergency like in¬ 
dustrial action in the fond in¬ 
dustry or a drastic cut in crop 
Farids. 

Half or more of Britain's sup¬ 
plies of such basic items as 
sugar, fats, fish and fruit are 
imported,'and the decision to 
increase stocks is-in line with, 
the Government’s commitment 
lo strengthen national defences. 

The position, variety and size 
of the strategic food stocks are 
ell classified. Since spending on 
them amounts to less than £1.50 
fer each person in the country, 
they are clearly ant intended to 
meet a complete breakdown in 
supplies. 

Their main purpose is to ease 
or conceal tile impact of tem¬ 
porary or regional shortages. 
They are baught by the minis¬ 
try and passed into distribution 
under secret arrangements with 
food companies. 

The stocks consist mainly of 
sacks of basic foods Like.Uour 
and sugar, and when used in 
peacetime they are passed into 
the food distribution chain un- 
! identified and without an¬ 
nouncement. 


The 150 stewards passed a 
surprisingly low key resolution 
which it appears will have the 
effect of deferring any deci¬ 
sion on further action for die 
time being.

Coalfield returns indicate moderate line

Counting in the miners’ pit- 
head bailor should be completed 
tomorrow, and the voting trend 
shows a marked reluctance in 
the moderate coalfields to 
authorize leaders of the National 
Union of Mineworkers to caH a 
strike for higher pay. 

Pitmen in Nottinghamshire, 
the second largest coalfield, are 
understood to have voted 
heavily against the NUA1 execu¬ 
tive’s recommendation to reject 
the National Coal- Board’s 
“ final ” offer of 20 per cent pay 
rises. 

Unofficial hut usually reliable 
returns show that fewer than 40 
per cent of the men in that area 
have backed their leaders, and 
in Leicestershire the figure is 
even lower, at about 30 per cent. 


Tbe coke workers have also 
voted " no ”, 

The only really big rote to 
authorize a strike has been 
recorded in Yorkshire, where 
the left-wing president of the 
area, Mr Arthur Scargill, 
mounted a big campaign to wm 
the miners over to a miHranr 
line. There, coalfield returns 
suggest that Yorkshire will pro¬ 
duce a majority of 70 per cent 
or more against the pay offer. 

In other areas the picture is 
less clear but still discouraging 
for tbe militants. Scottish crafts- 
men have spKr down the 
middle, though the coalfield 
miners have voted “yes” by 
about G5 per cent.

Blunt contact in Britain thought to be ex-diplomat

'One of Professor Anthony 
Bluet's Soviet contacts in Bri¬ 
tain is thought to have been 
a diplomat now living in Mos¬ 
cow and working as an author. 

An intelligence source yes¬ 
terday confirmed thai Mr Ernst 
Henry is suspected of having 
been a contact for Professor 
Blunt -during the war* The pro¬ 
fessor, recently named as the 
** fourth man " in tbe Philby 
affair, worked for MI5 between 
1340 and 194S and passed infor¬ 
mation to the Russian *. 

The identification of Mr 
Henry still -leaves-, the possi¬ 
bility that there were other con¬ 
tacts, as the Russians ore known 
to bring a man, over from -one 
country to another just to make 
one rendezvous.

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colleges’vcontroversial 
school-based scholars]]

The future of the contro¬ 
versial -closed scholarship at 
Oxford; is in doubt after a 
decision by Oxford colleges to 
reorganize the award system 
for undergraduates^ 

Under. existing ■ university 
rules, each-college! may offer 
open awards-(exhibitions or full . 
scholarship?}'Ito vp rtt> 30'per 
cent of ks undergraduates. A 
further tenth; may be offered 
a closed award," that is, an. 
award tied to a. particular 

school, almost invariably an 

intlependent, school, or to a 
group of schools within a par-, 
ricuiar .geographical region. 

The closed award system has 
often been criticized for giving 
an unfair advantage to in¬ 
dependent school pupils, and 
for honouring a candidate who 
is below* the standard normally 
required for ah open ' award- ' 
The colleges maintain that 
neither claim is nrue; that a 
closed award is given only to 
a candidate who would. other¬ 
wise have been given an. open 
award. 

The monetary value trf an 
award, .whether.‘open or closed, 
of £60 a year for a scholarship 
and £40 for an exhibition is 
negligible. But the award system 


at Oxfordplays an impor¬ 
tant role in helping to provide 
a fairer distribution of excep¬ 
tional talent between the. 
various colleges - by means of 
the so-called trumping system. 

'.Under that system, college A 
which has, say, rather a low 
standard of applicants in 
hiscory, can trump a better, can¬ 
didate from college B by offer¬ 
ing him an award. If the 
student has been offered a 
place, but not an award from 
college B, He most go to college 
A even though be might harp 
preferred to remain at college 
B. 

The system, works fairly 
equitably for the open awards 
in so far as each college can 

offer the same number of 
award’s, proportionate to its 
intake, as any other college. 
But some colleges, especially 
those where, rich benefactors 
have not set up mist funds for 
scholarships, offer few, if any, 
closed -awards, while others 
offer their full quota of a 
tenth and are thereby able to 
trump metre bright candidates. 

Hie admissions tutors of all 
the colleges last Thursday 
decided by 21 votes to seven, 
that colleges would be allowed 
to offer awards of up to 35 per 
cent of the intake, with no <fis- 


tinctio O' between dosed or open 
awards. 

On average, Oxford offers 
dosed awards to a twentieth 
of its intake. The total number 
of awards available therefore 
remains unchanged. .But the 
number offered by individual 
colleges'will change. Those col¬ 
leges Which offer their full one 
tenth quota of closed awards 
will be able to offer fewer exhi¬ 
bitions and scholarships, while 
those with no closed awards will 
be able to offer more. 

It has- -been left, to -each col¬ 
lege to decide whether it wishes 
to keep its closed awards, or 
whether to offer only. open 
awards. Colleges are looking at 
their legal position, and will be 
consulting schools, with which 
they have ties, over what move 
to make. One admissions tutor 
thought it was the beginning of 
the end of the closed award 
system. 

Dr John Rae, Headmaster of 
Westminster School, which. • is 1 
offered up to eight dosed 
awards, by Christchurch every 
year, said he did not think die . 
change would .make much dif¬ 
ference to his pupils. He hoped 
that the decision might lead 
Oxford to reexamine its whole 
award system, which he believes 
should be abolished.

The number of A level passes 
per schpol-leaver rose -through¬ 
out the 1960s, but since the 
early 1970s ic-'has-fallen^a study . 
published today shows. Its 

author. Mr R. W. Baldwin, 
suggests that the spread of 
comprehensive schooling could 
be responsible. 

He is chairman of the 

governors— —of Manchester—“ 

Grammar School and a frequent 
contributor to the “Black 
Papers ” on education. Last 
year he caused a furore when 
he compared, many thought 
unfairly, examination results of 
schools in Manchester dry 
with those in - .Traffordi-. ’ - 

This year’s" study, . as fast;- 

year’s, is published by the* 

National Council for. .^Educa¬ 
tional Standards', of which Mr 
Rhodes Boyson was chairman 
until he took up his post as 
Under-Secretary for Education 

Using figures published by 
the Department of Education 
and Science, Mr Baldwin shows 
that the number of A level 
passes per school-leaver in 
maintained schools fell between 
1971 and 1977 (the latest date 
available! by 5 per cent for 
boys and 3 per cent for girls. 

Over the same period A level 
passes per school-leaver from 
Independent and direct-grant 
schools rose by 11 per cent .for 
boys and 10 per cent for girls. 


'In some important subjects- 
the fall in A level passes per 
leaver' was much greater than 
for all .subjects; in physics the 
fall for boys was 13 per cent 
since 1967 (girls 11 per cent); 
mathematics 21 per cent since 
1971 (girls 14 per cent) ; 
French 38 per cent since 1968. 
(girls 16 per cent); and English 

21 per cent since 1971 (girls 
12 per cent). 

- - In independent schools- there 
was no fall in the proportion 
of school-leavers gaining pas¬ 
ses in mathematics or in mod¬ 
ern languages between 1971 
and 1977, Mr. Baldwin says. 

In the maintained sector he 
notes that .the combined re¬ 
sults of the remaining selective,; 
schools (grammar, technical, 
and seccmdary taoderrQ sbow a 
large increase an the number of 
A level passes per leaver since • 
1971; 17 per cent for boys and 

22 per cent for girls. 

However, such a big increase 

is almost certainly due to rbe 
fact that, as Mr Boyson told 
the House of Commons on 
November 21, “the changeover 
to comprehensive schools has 
proceeded at a slower-rate for 
grammar schools Than for ; mod¬ 
em schools, with r tbe result- 
that the spread of abilities in 
selective schools,; rakexj. to¬ 
gether, has become biased to¬ 
wards the more able pupil”. 

The 1971-1977 increase for 
grammar schools alone was 5 


per cent for boys-and, 11 : :per 
cent for girls, which is not 
much higher titan the increase 
for comprehensive schools of 
4- per cent for boys and 8 per 
cent for-girls. Neither of .those 
figures' was "given in Mr Bald¬ 
win’s text, bat they can be 
reached from ins figures. 

Asked about the increase in. 
A level passes in comprehen¬ 
sive schools, be said that that 
■ -was probably-due to. the- absorbr 
non of the grammar schools 
into comprehensive schools. He 
did not point out that, as Mr. 
Boyson said, many more sec¬ 
ondary modern schools have 
been absorbed into comprehen¬ 
sive schools over the same 
rperiod. • ; ; • - /. I- \ 

His main point, Mr Baldwin 
said. Was that A level passes 
per , school leaver at whatever. 
type of-maintained school had 
fallen since 1971. despite the 
raising of the school-leaving 
age in 1973. 

There bad been a big increase 
in the number of pupils who 
left school to study for their A 
level at Junher education, .col¬ 
leges, but adding their results 
to the total made little differ¬ 
ence. 

While t some comprehensive* 
bad obtained some excellent A 
level results, comprehensives as 
a whole were not getting their 
proper share of high grades at 
A level. 

In 1977 comprehensives ob¬ 


tained about 54 per cent of all 
A level passes by boys, about 

49 per cent of grades A to C 
and only 41 per cent of grade A 
passes. Figures, for girls were 
respectively 58 per cent, 51 per 
cent and 43 pfer cent, 

There ware wide disparities 
on performance - between dif¬ 
ferent comprehensives, Mr. 
Baldwin said. In Greater Man¬ 
chester, for example, some com¬ 
prehensive* had on. average of 

50 to 90 A level posses per 100 
school leavers, while others, not 
inner city schools, got 10 or 
less. (Mr Baldwin did not in¬ 
dicate, however, whether the 
latter were former secondary 

.modern schools whose compre¬

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Front demands ‘yes’ 
orno ’ answer to 
their ceasefire terms

. Britain and the Patriotic 
Front are still at odds over 
die terms of a ceasefire in 
Zimbabwe Rhodesia. Unless 
Lord Carrington, the Foreign 
Secretary, as chairman of the 
constitutional conference shows 
some fast footwork today, or 
the guerrilla leaders suddenly 
come forward to meet him, the 
present misunderstanding could 
seriously delay the whole con¬ 
ference. 

There was no sign of pro¬ 
gress over the weekend, with 
Lord Carrington letting it be 
known that he was waiting for 
the Patriotic Front to give their 
final answer, and Mr Joshua 
Nkomo and Mr Robert, Mugabe 
die front's joint leaders, sitting 
in their hotels, insisting on 
tbeir own demands as very 
reasonable. 

" We believe that the British 
should say, ‘ yes ’ or, ‘ no ’ to 
our final offer,” the Patriotic 
Front spokesman. Dr Zvobgo, 
said last night. u They cannot 
just waffle around and avoid 
responsibility 

What was at stake was The 
principle of equality in the 
ceasefire. “ I£ Lord Carrington 
says yes, we are in business.” 
None of the Patriotic Front’s 
suggestions, put forward in a 
paper on Friday, were new. Dr 
Zvobgo said, and he challenged 
anyone to prove otherwise. 

H What we have proposed 
should be discussed on its 
merits. Let anybody show we 
are asking for a position of 


advantage. We simply, want 
equality . 

The British were surprised 
on Friday evening and exaspe¬ 
rated at what they regarded, as 
a new set of .demands by the 
Patriotic Front, which in the 
British view would be quite un¬ 
acceptable to the - Salisbury 
delegation which has already 
endorsed the British plan as it ! 
stands. 

The three main points raised 
by the. Patriotic Front concern 
first, the disposition of rile 
forces in bringing the ceasefire 
into effect: they want the 
Government's troops to with- 
.draw to barracks, before ,they 
themselves assemble. Secondly, 
they waiit i&e 'grounding of 
combat aircraft of the Rhodes¬ 
ian Air Force; and thirdly, the 
widening of the Commonwealth 
monitoring force, by the inclu¬ 
sion of Asian and other Com¬ 
monwealth units.

Front representatives on Satur¬ 
day, but only to explain the 
British proposals, and there was 
oo further meeting yesterday.

equally evil, and dangerous for 
the world. 

. Mr' V ’t Shehu. Albanian 
Prime ; cr and lately also 
Defence -mister, said that 
Albania would hot deviate 
either towards East or West and 
said all those who “ think that 
she might because China bad 
cot off all aid” were gravely 
mistaken. 

Albania would never beg for 
credits but would manage .with 
what it has, cutting its. coat 
accordingly and relying exclu¬ 
sively •’ on ■■ its ' own material 
resources. ' - 

..Albania is unique in many 
ways. It is unique, as Mr Shehu 
said, because it has no foreign 
creditors or debts. It is prob¬ 
ably also the only country 
bound by the constitution not 
to accept outside credits or aid, 
which the leadership regards as 
slow death, for independence. 

The constitutional provision 
was'introduced after the Chin¬ 
ese stopped assisting their 
former ally two years ago. 
Before that Yugoslavia and 
Russia , bad done tbe same. Mr 
Shehu accused all three of 
exerting strong pressure to 
stop Albania from building 
heavy industry 
Yugoslav “ revisionists ” ad¬ 
vised Albania to concentrate on 
olives .and sunflowers instead 
of wheat and maize; the Rus¬ 
sians after that wanted fruit 
and went as far as to conceal 
new oil reserves which their 
experts discovered in Albania, 
he said. 

The Chinese favoured light 
industry and agriculture, which 
would have kept Albania ' a 
backward agrarian state. 

After 35- years of Com¬ 
munism Albania is still one of 
the poorest European states, 
but statistics provided for tbe 
anniversary looked impressive 
considering that the regime 
started from scratch and had 
to fight against heavy odds such 
as broken alliances and with¬ 
drawals of aid. 

Today Albania says it has 
the ’ highest birth rare in 
Europe, and a total population 
of 2,500,000: The span of life 
has increased from 38 years 
before .the war to almost 70. 

Albania was more than . 90 
per cent . illiterate when ' jr 
started and now .has over 
40,000 university-trained people. 
The country which had known 
only oil lamps is full electri¬ 
fied and even exports surplus 
power to-Yugoslavia.. 

•Self-reliance remains the 
absolute goal, but Albania 
wants more trade with every¬ 
body who respects stria recip¬ 
rocity, excluding Russia and 
the ' United Stains, whhfj Mr 
Shehu said Albania would con¬ 
tinue to-boycott. ’. 


Peking warning 
of‘many 
little walk’ 

Peking, Dec 2.—A new pos¬ 
ter on Peking’s Democracy 
Wall today warned Chinese 
authorities that its closure 
would result in the appearance 
of- many little walls round the 
capital. 

The new poster, signed “ A 
Bystander”, was the first re¬ 
action to a mounting campaign 
against the wall by members 
of parliament, the official press 
and the Peking Revolutionary 
Committee (city, council). Des¬ 
pite official criticism, large 
crowds today milled around the 
poster covered wall which has 
been the forum of political acti¬ 
vists over the past year. * 

Official criticism of tbe brick 
wall, which stands on the side 
of a bus parking lot on Peking’s 
main boulevard, followed the 
trial in October of Wei Jing¬ 
sheng, a. political activist. He 
was sent to prison for IS years 
for passing military secrets to 
a foreigner during the war with 
Vietnam in February and for 
counter-revolutionary agitation, 
the latter charge relating to his 
writings on the wall ana in the 
unofficial magazine Exploration.

Mainly from the Oromo and 
Gaila tribes,' rhey say they 
have been persecuted for their 
faith and often attacked by 
Ethiopian Army units as they 
made their -way to Somalia 
from their former homes . in 
southern Ethiopia. - 
Friendship treaty: In Aden 
leaders of South - Yemen and 
Ethiopia initialled a friendship 
and cooperation treaty:,between 
the two* countries.—Reuter.

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Underwood’s wicket windfall in Tasmania

Hobart, Dec 2 

Fine bowling by Derek Under¬ 
wood, plus some cooperative bat¬ 
ting by Tasmania, combined to 
bring England their first win In. 
first-class cricket on their tour 
today off the third last- ball of a 
match on which -all ‘ but an hour 
and a half of the second day was 
swept away by wind and rain. 

Today the wind, though stfll 
strong and blustery, slackened 
enough to make conditions play¬ 
able, though only just at tunes, 
and for Underwood to-bowl Eng¬ 
land to a 100-run victory with 
seven wickets for 66 runs off 30.4 
□vers. His match figures of 10 
for 77 compensated for the prob¬ 
able loss or-bis 11 for 91 against 
Combined Universities at Ade¬ 
laide, which although taken in a 
four-day match are unlikely to 
count in hie first-class averages. 

Davison, captaining Tasmania, 
played his part in keeping the 
game alive by declaring at their 
overnight 71 for three, whereupon 
Gooch and Gower took England 
to a lunchtime declaration at 135 
for one with an opening stand of 
102 In 89 minutes. 

Gower began tile acceleration by 
taking 10 off Hadlee’s sixth over 
with three good strokes, and later 
added a six. to nvo by Gooch off 
Goodman, the off-spinner, the first 
of which was carried by the wind 
30 yards over the mldwlcket 
boundary. 

Tasmania were left 279 to win 
in four hours and when Knight, 


a 22-year-t^d opener, scored 74 in 
100 mi notes they seemed to have 
a chance of making it. He trusted 
his eye to. pull and sweep Under¬ 
wood for three fours and a six 
in Ms first few overs and had 
made aH but 17 of Tasmania’s 
runs when he was beaten by the 
left-hander’s change of pace and 
caught at deep mid-off. Despite 
his enterprising tarings, he later 
found himself omitted from the 
side to play Queensland in the 
Sheffield Shield next week. 

Bone, aged 18, drove Miller 
hard on the on-side, but Tas¬ 
mania's chance of winning ended 
when Davison was Tbw to Under¬ 
wood at 125, England then had half 
an hour, pins fee final 20 -overs, 
to take six wickets, but they were 
without Dilley, who had sore feet, 
and on a pitch without much torn 
or bounce t h eir hopes depended 
on bad battik as much as on 
Underwood and Miller.

the No 11 tickled a leg side single 
off Underwood's first'ball, a drew 
still looked the probable result. 

With eve*y fielder crowding the 
bat, Hadlee drove the next-hall 
high for four. But he lunged for¬ 
ward at the fourth and Gooch, took 
a simple catch at slip to bring 
England a well-worked victory 
and Tasmania their first defeat 
against a touring team since Mike 
Derm ess’s MCC side won- at 
Launceston five years ago.

Squash rackets 


Event dominated by a 
man who is not there

An extraordinary squash rackets 
tournament is in progress at 
Abbeydale Park, on the road that 
leads from Sheffield to a village 
where Little John was buried :;nd 
Charlotte Bronre set much or Jiuic 
Ev-re. The British championship 
is extraordinary foc wo reasons : 
firstly because, although the sport 
developed in Britain almost 12U 
years ago. it is tbe first time pro¬ 
fessionals and amateurs have com¬ 
peted together for a men's 
national ' (rather than inter¬ 
national) title and secondly 
because, to some extent, the 
championship is dominated by a 
player who is not taking pari. 

Jonah Barrington, aged 58. has 
been Britain's top man since 1966 
and has reached the last eight of 
Britain's international open cham¬ 
pionship for 14 consecutive 
seasons. Instead of putting bis 
national stature at risk by playing 
at AbbeydaJe, he has chosen to 
compete this week in a profes¬ 
sional tournament in Singapore. 

It could be argued that Barring¬ 
ton is ducking an obvious chal¬ 
lenge. But he is not noted for 
that—and it could also be argued 
that, as tbe only British player 
in the last eight of the inter¬ 
national championship at Wembley 
last April, he does not yet nerd 
to prove himself in an exclusively 
domestic event. 

One of Barrington's chief 
domestic rivals. Jonathan Leslie, 
said yesterday that, on itie 
evidence of the summer's pracii.e 
for the world amateur champion¬ 
ship series, he reckoned Barr* ny¬ 
lon. who sharpened up ihe British 


team, was still the best player in 
the country when granted ibree 
months free of injury or iilness. 
But one of Barrington'^ profes¬ 
sional colleagues, Bryan Patterson, 
described the Abheydaie challenge 
as “ horrendous ’*. 

Patterson satd he was petrified 
when be went on court fur his 
first march. He bad heard plenty 
about the new wave of British 
youngsters and Cite years ago he 
had even coached some of them. 
But he had never competed against 
them and bad not even seen the 
youngsters in competition. “ You 
hear about them coming til rough 
but you don't know how good they 
arc.” 

Leslie and Patterson yesterday 
reached the last eight of a cham¬ 
pionship that—thanks to the spon¬ 
sorship of Thorntons, the toffee 
people—carries £4,700 in prize 
money (£ 1,000 to tile winner) and 
grants towards tits players’ ex¬ 
penses. But the men seeded to 
contest tbe final are two young 
professionals, Gawain Briars and 
Philip Kenyon. 

Kenyon was given a tough match 
yesterday by Brian Pearson, who 
had game balls in three games 
but won only one of them. Lenlie 
and Patterson wered briefly given 
cause to respect the promise of 
Stephen Bateman and Martin Shaw 
respectively. But. always. Barring¬ 
ton seemed to be lurking in the 
air around a court on which be 
twice proved himself the best 
player in the world. ...

“A backward step for Pen¬ 
derecki ' commented one of his 
admirers . regretfully; another, 
more -enthusiastic, wondered 
how we are to connect tie new 
violin concerto to the Pen¬ 
derecki music that we already 
know and regard as one com¬ 
poser’s individual voice. Keen 
ears will observe possible 
reminiscences of Bartok and 
' Berg, perhaps Sibelius or Tchai¬ 
kovsky, but in the high, sensu¬ 
ous -violin solos also of the com¬ 
posures compatriot Szymanowski. 
Yet Penderecki’s violin concerto 
does noc sound like a derivative 
pot-boiler, nor even untypical of 
his mind. 

All his -major earlier works 
were intent on formal and ex¬ 
pressive coherence; die 
tachisme was not his -musical 
personality but a method of 
communication, here replaced 
by another- more explicit, at 
least as - coherent, and 
thoroughly idiosyncratic both in 
treatment of orchestral masses 
. and in grandeur of formal scale. 
There were portents. In the 
Symphony and the Partita for 
harpsichord and chamber orche¬ 
stra. as well as in the big vocal 
works, of the Penderecki who' 
composed this p-eady eloquent 
violin concerto. 

I attended the first German 
performance of it at Stuttgart in 
May (and have written shortly 
about it in our forthcoming 
Festivals Supplement). The 
Glasgow performance was orche¬ 
stral]? more confident and 
robust, reflecting the SNO*s 
familiarity with contemporary 
'orchestral music of all sons, 
and Gibson’s unconcealed predi¬ 
lection for the grand gesture 
and the challenging vocabulary. 
Mir Pauk's account of the solo 
part for. fluent-but never glib, 
full of expressive intensity and 
.delight in. meaningful bravura, 
keen rather than opulent, most 
persuasive. . .

Victoria Chaplin: a marvellous poignancy 


Where small really is beautiful 


Every other circus wants to be 
the- Greatest Show on Earth. 
Jean-Baptiste Thierree and Vic¬ 
toria Chaplin want their “Cir¬ 
que . ImaghHure’’ to be the 
smallest. When they first 
launched ir at the 1972 Avig¬ 
non Festival, it had 30 artists 
and a lot of animals. Since 
then they have come a long 
way. “The show”, says Jean- 
Baptiste, “ has evolved little by 
little like a patchwork, gently, 
from ■ country to country and 
dream k) dream ...", 
their quest for a quintessen¬ 
tial, aetherial vision of Circus 
has * developed so far char a 
year ago they finally felt justi¬ 
fied in changing ' the name 
from “ Cirque Bonjoor** to 
“Cirque ImajpEaire . Today 
the diow has been refined to a 
.point -where it consists for the 
most pan. of two performers— 
Jean-Baptiste and Victoria— 
two . musicians, and several 
very; psnaiJ add “.badly edu¬ 
cated” animals. 

• The Chaplins arrived at the 
Riverside Studios in their cara¬ 
vans, last week, after having 
mislaid' themselves ea route' 
and spent the night in a ceme¬ 
tery. They are accompanied by 
their ' three . children and 
various helpers. The badly edu¬ 
cated dnanals a± present con¬ 
sist of - two voracious goats, 
half a dozen doves,-two crows, 
and a David-anri-Gofisth team 
of white ra bbits. 

'They will .he appearing at 
the Studios for two weeks. It 
rs not usual for them to • stay 
so long .at one pitch; though 
their first Paris season in 
November 2978 was so success- 
[td '.that., they were, brought. 


' back for a second season in 
the New Year. Generally 
though the last eight years 
have been spent touring small 
towns m Europe, pitching their 
tent where .t takes their fancy 
and advertising the show by 
means of drum and crier. 

The Thierries came together 
in 1970. Victoria is the third nf 
tiie five daughters of Charles 
. Chaplin, who evidently thought 
’ highly of her comic gifts, and 
designed the leading role of 
The Freak, his last, uncom¬ 
pleted film project, for her. 
When technical problems 
finally baited work cn the 
film, Victoria left borne for the 
circus - and bei -romantic 
clown, Jean-Baptiste. 

Jean-Baptiste had never any 
doubts that the circus W3S his 
destiny. At 17 be had charge 
of 17 elephants. He was then a 
slight lad, though, and. found 
the work too bard-going. He 
drifted into backstage and 
. extra work in the theatre, 
joined Roger Ptanchon’s com¬ 
pany, and was spotted an a 
production of Edward // by 
Alain Resnais, who gave him a 
leading role in Muriel. _ The 
irresistible lure of the circus, 
however, inevitably robbed the 
French cinema of a promi-sing 
jevne premier. 

Like most of die great show- 
business partnerships, their on¬ 
stage roles are reversed in pri¬ 
vate life. In rbe circus, Jean- 
Baptiste is shambling, wide- 
eyed and loquacious (though 
maybe he will be less so in 
London since he speaks no 
English), with a broad, amia¬ 
bly demented grin. Victoria is 
, solemn, poker-foced and mute.. 


In private Victoria is jolly 
and chany, though shy; while 
Jean-Baptiste is quiet, intensely 
serious, dedicated to the his¬ 
tory, traditions and techniques 
of circus and conjuring. In 
London they love to go to 
Davenport's magic shop near 
the British Museum, to inspect 
all the new or second-hand 
paraphernalia of illusion. 

Their deep reluctance to talk 
to press people is as much due 
to personal shyness as to a 
quite modest . belief that all 
they know how to say is said 
in me show. ■* Having no expla¬ 
nation to give ”, announces 
Jean-Baptiste; “ no theory or 
defence, no ideology to pro¬ 
mote, no anecdote to tell and 
no confidence to reveal, we 
just content ourselves with 
putting on the show. The 
Cirque Imafeinaire is our way 
of speaking to the public. It is 
also our way of- meeting the 
press—the only way possible”. 

The artiessnsss is not 
affected. There is nothing pre¬ 
cious' or self-consciously poetic 
about tiie Cirque l m agin airs. 
They sec out with the pure 
spirit of travelling entertain¬ 
ers, honestly striving to give 
their ' audience the best of 
which they are capable. 

The show is quite I .Lely to 
have changed radically since 
their Paris season. Then, how¬ 
ever, their •‘turns” alternated 
aqd . contrasted. Jean-Baptiste 
would trundle beaming on with 
lurid suitcases painted with 
landscapes, out of which he 
produced his tricks: a school 
of idiot • paper fish which 
enacted a marine soap-opera; 
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UtixaHy known to E n glish 
readers es Roundheads and 
Peaked Heads btai batharto un¬ 
known on the EogKsb stage, 
Brecfax’s. Rich and Rich finally 
arrives at the Not tingham Pfay- 
fabttse in a. thoroughly over- 
haded version by Kyra Dietz 
and. Alan .Brown and -with 
Eislerfs songs under d» super- 
virion of the Brechnan specraL 
isr Benina Jonk- • - ; 

Geoffrey Reeves’s production 
has all the' appearance of a 
long-meditated project and I 
do noc wish, to hedge by label¬ 
ling the piece . merely a s an 
e ssen tial hen -for Brecht 
collectors. I da not believe the 
production restxies the ’play 
from its 45 years of neglect; 
and on the first contact, I tan in¬ 
clined to go along with the text¬ 
books and find ifce play to 
blame. 

Jt originated in 1931. as a 
conuxBSKKiod adaptation of 
Measure for ' Measure, which 
Brecht wished to elaborate into 
a fable on National Socialism. 
This theme then o uts tripped 
the model' and by die time 
Brecht completed tie work m 
exile, in the mid-thirties, it also 
embodied an adaptation of 
KJeist’s story of Hans Kolbaus 
who revenged himself on a 
privileged tooese t hief by de¬ 
ed arm g war on the state. 

So far as Shakespeare is con¬ 
cerned, Brecht transports the 
action from Vienna to the 
imaginary land of Yahoo, whose 
Viceroy tries to avert nati onal 
coHapie by appointing a deputy 
to impose measures he cannot 
face fadntseif. Angelas, the 
fanatical regent, solves the 
problem by transposing it from 
a material to an ethnic plain; 
in short, by a racist diktat 
separating the Krytes (Aryans) 
from the Krinks (Jews), who twe 
supposedly responsible for the 
country’s m&sfortimes. Tms 
has the effect of splitting the 
opposition, end in particular 
the working-class . “Spanner 
League”, which is suppressed 
with money from the landlords 
in return for a punitive salt 

tax. 

The standard objection to the 
play is that. Brecht misread the 
nature of Nazi ideology by view¬ 
ing it as capitalism m a new 
guise. So far as the character 
of Angelas is concerned, this 
accusation does not stick. Un¬ 
like Arturo Ui, be is a genuine 
fanatic, played with icy Powel- 
Iite sincerity by Christopher 
Etrridgfe on the Nottingham 
stage. . • , . 

Brecht’s, nnscakrulaaoii, ir 
seems to me, is to have held on 
obstinately to his Mate- 

spearean model when his own 

play was tugging to develop a 
life of its' own. Measure for 
Measure is a about. ■ sexual 
morality and-it resists every 
attempt to wrench it into a 
drama oh the class struggle- 

Set on a black and white 
stage of latticed boarding, the 
production is played to the 

standard Brachtian' rules; and 
despite-tiie quality-of some of 
the Hisler songs and the per¬ 
formances of Miss Jonic and 
Tammy Ustinov, a . weariness 
sets in as- you realize, that vir¬ 
tually every scene will be fol¬ 
lowed by another aggressive, 
downstage solo?

London audiences are fortunate 
in Karl Boom’s return ta the 
Royal Opera this momh as con¬ 
ductor of Mozart’s Cost fan 
nine. He was jubilantly ac¬ 
claimed before each, act on 
Friday evening, and afterwards 
when’he appeared on stage with 
tiie cast and, eventually (with 
a little stage. management from 
Sir Geraint Evans).-by him self. 
Hare was London's opportunity 
to congratulate him in tbe year 
of his eighty-fifth birthday. 

He has bean given a cast both 

distinguished and interesnng 
for tins 'revival of what used to 
be John Copley’s production; 
die' ■ revival (rehearsed by 
Cbristopber Rensbaw) assumes 
that nobody acts sincerely: all 
wear mesk-s, so to speal^ and 
drop dieqi • whenever they 
believe themselves unobserved. 
Tte young fadies swoon When 
their swains go to war : but 
each, seeing herself in. AHuoso s 
arms, immediately recovers. 
Later, with Despinz, th ey af fect 
the manners dr high tragedy, 
but surreptitiously tedp them- 
selves to cups of extra, chucu- 

late os soon as die,approaches 
jfce footlights for her aria. Dur- 
iag ’■ Non sk&e rimwi ” Fer- 
xando cavorts absurdly-in front 
of FiordHigi, flashing teeth and 
eyes, and ne - pretends. m the 
serenade ihar his sight-reading 
U none too copfidenL 
-These comic' glosses*do not 
spoil the opera and. because 


they are all adept, experienced 
actors, the jokes raise smiles, 
however obvious. They are less 
than worthy, though, of Mozart's 
musical comedy which never 
lets the mask drop, only permits 
us to peer through ir sometimes. 
They also -:often the cruelty of 
Alfonso’s prank, and the heart¬ 
lessness or the boys who went 
through with it. The sadistic 
element in .Cost- fan tuite is 
generally recognized To escape 
from it this once was a pleasure, 
even if a guilty qne. 

There in the orchestra pit was 
the doyen of great Mozart in¬ 
terpreters,. control] rag the per¬ 
formance wish barely percep¬ 
tible movements of a small 
baton, and chiefly with the 

piercing eyes known to those 
who have sat in front of him 
(this audience, of course, could 
pat see their effect, though we 
could hear and fee] it). Bdhra 
sets steady tempi in Cosi fan 
tunc almost all the way, some¬ 
times too leisurely for his 
singers, who showed signs of 
wanting to move .ahead, or to 
breadie more ohea than the 
music allows. 

.His way draws the honey 
from Mozart’s invention, 
memorably in Ferrando’s ** Un* 
etira amor -mb ” and Fiordiligi's 
“Per pieta”, highlights of bei 
canto far their respective inter¬ 
preters, Riidiger Wohlers and 
LiHan. Sukis. He enriched our 
cars too with orchestral tex¬ 
tures more.sraad.aod affecting 
than usual, sometimes ,h> sheer 
sonority, sometimes by drawing 
out some internal detail. 

Sir Geraitu’s Alfonso, ample 
and pointful of-voice, an active 
schemer (but never puppeteer,

nor sinister force), was .a wel¬ 
come reappearance, likewise 
Hermann Prey’s cheery, truly 
sung, uncaricarured Guglielmo, 
and the handsome, robust yet 
elegant Fernando of Mr 
Wohlers, a Mozart tenor whose 
winsome artistry eschewes hath 
crooning and fudging—honest 
singing, even when he fell 
below the note. Hildegard 
Heichele’s swarthy, sensuous yet 
busy and jo-nonsense Despina 
broadened general experience 
of the character and was sung 
with serious musicianship, per¬ 
haps a surprise to admirers of 
her Adele here in Die Fledcr- 
maus. 

The sister, are a nicely con¬ 
trasted pair. ■ Brigitte Fass- 
bsender’s Dorabella dominates 
with rich tone, strongly 
inflected words, vivacious facial 
expression sometimes exag¬ 
gerated but greatly charming. 
Lilan Sukis b a Fiordiligi more 
shy and traceraia -of her 
reactions, the grand manner of 
“Come SCO glia ” not convinc¬ 
ing, only half sung to her true 
vocal potential which is kept 
back for later. As -a vocal sextet 
they all work gratifyipgly 
together. If the result more 
nearly approaches pantomime 
than a sublimely uneasy test of 
human relationships, it docs so 
wkh .beguiling allure. As for 
sincerity, ir was a great 
Mozartian, and champion of 

Cast when few approved of 
Edward Dent. Who declar-J 
that sincerity was a quality with 
which art is not concerned. 


a variety of conjuring tricks, 
in which the two white rabbits 
collaborated, in their unedu¬ 
cated fashion. 

Victoria performed a nervy 
tight-rope act, played the 
accordion, went through an 
elaborate routine with fans of 
all shapes, sizes and colours 
with which she transformed 
herself into beetles, butterflies, 
ballerinas and Boucher ladies. 
In London she will certainly 
present her masterpiece, rbe 
Melomane. in which she is un¬ 
comfortably hung about with 
bells, rattles, bones, accordeon 
and a skeleton umbrella with 
musical metal cylinders 
descending from the ribs. With 
infinite study she turns herself 
into a tune. 

There is always a marvellous 
poignancy about her. Her 
expression never changes even 
by the fleker of an eye; but 
she always conveys a touching, 
child-like anxiety that it might 
all go wrong; and beatific 
ecsracy when it does not. 

The Thierries open to¬ 
morrow night, and meanwhile 
Riverside have discovered that 
even an imaginary circus can 
present* quite realistic prob¬ 
lems. The caravans had to be 
parked, the children put in 
school and replacements found 
for such animals as were not 
allowed through the customs. 
The smallest animals are now 
happily caged, but Ilga and 
Berry, the goats, are displaying 
their bad education by eating 
their way industriously 
through the furnishings of a 
dressing room.

A Question of Faith

One of the most ambitious and 
haunting television programmes 
Of 1976 was A Winter’s Journey, 
Colin Nears's film about the 
darker side of Franz Schubert. 
A Question of Faith applied 
similar techniques of argument 
and presentation to Tolstoy. 
Where earlier Mr Nears had 
balanced the conversation of 
Schubert’s friends, imperson¬ 
ated by actors, with intense 
performances of Die Winter- 
reisc and related instrumental 
music, so here did he realize 
the encounters between Tolstoy 
and death by placing the 
resigned memories of a domestic 
interior—the writer, his widow 
and three of his children in a 
light and empty bouse—along¬ 
side a complete dramatization 
of The Death of Ivan /Ilyich. 

If the impact was more muted 
than that of A Winter's Journey 
that was, I suspecr, only because 
even Tolstoy was denied the ' 
musician’s peculiar gift to con- : 
sole. In all other respects, from 
the first flare of the inarch in , 
the darkened room as Tolsroy i 
tried to put a face to the voice , 
of death in the right, through 
die embarrassing mortal terrors i 
of his hero, to bis own funeral 
crowds of 1910, A Question of ! 
Faith was a true companion- 
piece to hs predecessor. 

There were two important 
differences. The artist himself 
was discreetly impersonated 
(Harry Andrew's, nose spread 
for the occasion, eyes glaring 
ar the camera), and Mr Nears 
was able to use archive film. 

\ am not entirely sure why the 
use of film in A Question of 
Faith enriched the research of 
the studio work instead of, as 
in Suer 1956, showing it up, ex¬ 
cept that newsreels of an event 
only 23 years old offer a distrac¬ 
ting and interpretative sophis¬ 
tication of their own. whereas 
film of Tolstoy i< iconographic- 
ally so fabulous that it becames 
a peice of source material as 
pure as The Death of Ivan 
lllych itself. 

Mr Near&’s programmes are 
so well attended to in every 
department that they grip the 
attention from first to last. 
There is no padding. A Ques¬ 
tion of Faith was beautifully 
desigrid, photographed and 
edited (respectively by Bernard 
Lloyd-Jones, Jchn Eke and 
Angus Neuron) and written and 
directed with intelligent clarity 
by Mr Nears himself. 

Above all, like his sombre 
Scbubertiad. it n-as superbly 
cast. From Michael Sznee’s nar¬ 
ration to Tony Meyer’s servant, 
there was no weak link, ^richer 
in the effortless naturaFsin dis¬ 
played by the members of the 
Tolsroy family talking quietly 
about their husband and father 
f Annette Crosbie, Patrick 

Stewart. Jim Norton, Ingrid 
Haffner) nor in the suffocat¬ 
ingly dose-shot. i>"neteeni fa- 
century environment ef the 
lllyich’ household.

Playing the Empire 
By David Holloway 
(Harrap, £9.75) 

Not Quite a Gentleman 
By Roland Culver 
(William Kimber. £7.95) 


Immediately at curtain-rise we 
know where we are. This is the 
theatre theatrical. David Hol¬ 
loway’s grandfather, an “ actor’s 
actor, was playing Kent to 
iTving’s Lear (Lyceum, 1892) 
when Irving, who had no reg¬ 
ular understudy, was taken ill. 
News came at one in the after, 
noon. W. j. Holloway, called 
on to read thar sight, held that 
Lear in pince-nez would be in¬ 
tolerable, so he learnt the pan. 
Within five hours he was 
word-perfect, and chat night 
(we find) be was so successful 
that Irving shared Lear with 
him for the rest of the run. 

That should be an example 
to all who have under-valued 
professionalism. Indeed, the 
whole book, family history in 
an amply appropriate format, 
is a reproach to any casual 
amateur both in matter and 
manner. Written with affec¬ 
tion, impetus, and zest, il 
should linger in theatre record. 

Playing the Empire is a 
logical title. The cast moves 
(among much else) to 
Australia, South Africa, tils 
Far East, with either “ W. J.” 
(father) or “ W. £.” (son) at 
the core. W. J., who went to 
Australia as a boy, joined dur¬ 
ing the 1860s a Brisbane stock 
company, one that, like others 
of its kind, “ supported " any 
travelling star. It was ordered 
according to the day’s rigid 
rules: thus the “ heavy woman ‘ J 
would play Third Witch iis 
Macbeth —“ a complete mys¬ 
tery,” says David Holloway, 
“ why the’ Third Witch should 
be regarded as superior to the 
Second, as there is nothing 
discernible in the text that 
marks it out as the better 
role.” 

That is only a snatch from a 
book that can hardly be 
described in detail; like Mrs 
Todgers, one goes “a-dodgin ” 
among the tender bits with a 
fork, an “an-eatin’ of them.” 
We move from W. J. in “ res- 
ponsibles ” at Brisbane for fifty 
shillings a week, to his equally 
versatile and respected son, W. 
E. (or John)—be slepr as an 
infant in a theatre basket—act¬ 
ing on the Regent’s Park Open 
Air stage in the 1930s. There 
he learnt Praspero over-night 
and was word-perfect at the 
coining matinee. Between these 
points rhe HoUoways—and 
others in their family—move 
across the world: several times 
in South Africa, once (W. J.'s 
manage meat) at what was then 
the nightmare town of Johan¬ 
nesburg during the period of 
rbe Jameson Raid: W. E. on

Perhaps oua ought not to 
encourage Snoo Wilson. In 
Flaming Bodies alone he calls 
for a botched rocket launching,

It seemed to be a classical view 
of Tchaikovsky that Witold 
Rowicki was offering in Friday 
night’s Festival Hall concert. 
The early movements of the 
fifth symphony offer ample 
opportunity for histriouics, even- 
self-indulgence ; but in the first 
Mr Rowicki was intent rather 
on maintaining a steady line 
through the music, minimizing 
the variation in tempo and play¬ 
ing down the rhetoric. This is 
an approach that works well 
with the Bournemouth orchestra, 
whose forte does not lie in 
emotionalism. Their string tone 
has a pleasant warmth and 
sheen, but no great richness or 
brilliance, their woodwind a 
clean blend as opposed to 
marked individuality. 

There were one or two 
oddities, the oddest of diem 
being the ending: here is one 
of Tchaikovsky's gloomy. low- 
pitched ppp codas, but Mr 
Rowicki bad his double basses 
(seven of them -to only nine 
cellos, anyway assuring a degree 
of bottom-heaviness) at a 
healthy mezzo-forte. It in¬ 
evitably altered the sense. 
There was some restrainedly 
eloquent horn playing in the 
Andante, and nicely smooth 
phrasing in the waltz’ from the 
violins and the clarinet arid 
bassoon—though Mr Rowicki 
did noc always avoid certain 
types of rhythmic cliche here.

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Oil sanctions: will the Government 



Oil sanctions were pi-votal to 
Britain’s Rhodesia strategy, and 
their abject failure was there¬ 
fore crucial. If oil supplies to 
Rhodesia had been even par¬ 
tially reduced for any length 
of dme the HMS Tiger and 
Fearless talks in 1966 and 1968 
would hardly have failed, and 
tens of thousands of Rhodesian 
lives would have been saved. 

As it is, Shell/BP continued 
until last year to supply the 
bulk of Mr Ian Smicb’s oil 
needs, which means a huge in¬ 
crease in profitable sales as the 
sanctions years rolled by. 

But contrary to the present 
assurances of those responsible 
for the failure of oil sanctions, 
chat failure was not inevitable. 

The Bingham On Sanctions 
Report raises the same funda¬ 
mental issues about executive 
power, responsibilty and con¬ 
trol as the Blunt affair. When 
Lloyd George boldly remarked 
drat “ Parliament has no control 
over the Executive ", the theory 
of ministerial responsibility to 
the House of Commons moce or 
less conformed to the practice. 

A generation later our anti¬ 
quated machinery of govern¬ 
ment. watched over bv back¬ 
bench MPs of diminished in¬ 
dependence, seems unequal to 
its democratic task. 

Although the Blunt saga has 


an unbearably tawdry glamour, 
the Bingham Report exposes, a 
more damaging conspiracy,

The understandable anxiety 
of the SheUmen,. Mandarins and 
politicians involved to play 
down the consequences of sanc¬ 
tions-breaking should fool no 

one. 

The revelations of Blunt and 
Bingham were forced on the 
Government. One wonders 
how typical they are. of the 
inner workings of our secretive 
democracy. Both tales have 
thrown up unnerving confirma¬ 
tion of wbar many suspect, 
namely that Prime Ministers, 
are not always informed, ler 
alone consulted, on some of the 
most important issues confront¬ 
ing their governments.

The crisis facing our police forces 


The growing debate about pub¬ 
lic control of the police is given 
outspoken impetus today by Mr 
John Aiderson, Chief Constable 
of Devon and Cornwall. 

In bis book Policing Freedom, 
Mr Aiderson writes : “ Police 
have to remember that restric¬ 
tions which the law and public 
opinion impose are not impedi¬ 
ments placed capriciously in 
their path but safeguards of in¬ 
dividual rights and liberties for 
which the police exist to pro¬ 
tect.” 

The debate has been brought 
to a dimax by police calls for 
new powers (especially in evid¬ 
ence to the Royal Commission 
on Criminal Procedure) and 
public concern about the deaths 
of Blair Peach after a Southall 
demonstration — and James 
Kelly, of Merseyside, follow¬ 
ing the outcry over the death 
of Liddle Towers, in Durham 
last year. 

One strand in the debate, 
though not in the three deaths, 
is the use of firearms and tech¬ 
nology, like hidden cameras, 
computers and bugging equip¬ 
ment. Another is the degree to 
which police should enter the 
political arena in pursuit of the 
goals they think desirable. 

A Bill introduced by Mr Jack 


Straw MP (Labour MP for 
Blackburn) to w extend the 
powers and duties of police 
authorities in respect of the 
operations and organization of 
police forces ”, is due to receive 
a second reading cm December 
7. 

Before the general election, 
Mr James Jardine entered the 
political arena with an open let¬ 
ter to all candidates, published 
as a newspaper advertisement. 
It said: “ There is no excuse 
for crime. Our Jaws and courts 
must reflect that concept. 
Crimes of violence must be met 
with the severest penalties. The 
powers of juvenile courts must 
be restored to allow them to 
determine the appropriate pun¬ 
ishment for offenders. Suffi¬ 
cient secure accommodation 
must be provided for those sen¬ 
tenced to detention.” 

In March, Mr Jardine was 
quoted as saying after the shoot¬ 
ing of a teenage gunman : “This 
is the third time within a year 
that a police officer has had 
to shoot a member of the public. 
I think it is regrettable in this 
day and age and my thoughts 
are with the policeman, not the 
victim. The police are going to 
be under pressure for having 
had to do this, to take over tire 


role of executioner.’’ 

After the House of Commons 
decision not to restore capital 
punishment, the Police Federa¬ 
tion said that, as a result, more 
policemen would be forced to 
carry guns. And in May, Coo- 
stable Paul Middup, chairman 
of the Federation’s Constables’ 
Committee, was quoted as say- 
in" that people who got hurt 
w€0e a trending demonstrations 
which turned violent had only 
themselves to blame and should 
not whine about it afterwards. 

Controversy had earlier been 
caused when Cleveland police 
installed a camera In a" public 
boose, to Dy la detect alleged 
trafficking in drugs. 

Mr Christopher Payne, the 
Chief Constable, - said: “ We 
have been fully supported in 
our action both by the brewery 
and die licensee.

University, Connecticut, has

This pessimistic view is not 
shared by the deportment, 
which is therefore most con¬ 
cerned to insist that the views 
expressed are Miss Crenshaw's 
own. She is preparing a lengthy 
study ou international terror¬ 
ism since the nineteenth cen¬ 
tury and her study of the IRA 
grew out of this work- 

She writes, in her conclusion, 
that “The British approach to 
political mediation assumes 


that if a power-sharing compro¬ 
mise were reached, the IBA, 
deprived of Catholic support, 
would fade away. This may 
not be an accurate estimate of 
the situztion. 

“1RA dogma insists that Re¬ 
publican goals end methods ere 
right by virtue of transcenden¬ 
tal sanction, regardless of the 
temporal emotions of the 
Irish.”

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Searching for scapegoats on 
whom to blame their torment 
over the Tehran hostages, many 
Americans have turned on Dr 
Henry Kissinger, the former 
Secretary of State, and Mr 
David Rockefeller, chairman of 
the Chase Manhattan Bank. 

While few would go so far as 
the Iranian spokesman at the 
United. Nations, who last week 
described the pair as 
“ dehumanized and sinister 
elements ”, there » a pervasive 
belief that these powerful men 
persuaded a reluctant admini¬ 
stration to let the Shah come 
here for ' medical treatment 
although they knew it would 
place Tehran embassy staff m 
danger. ’ 

Much of tile obloquy has. 
been aimed at Dr_ Kissinger, 
already u nd er critidsn from 
liberals following revelations 
about fas role fa the destruc¬ 
tion of Cambodia- He has con¬ 
sistently denied putting any 
pressure on the administration 
to admit the Shah. 

His co-defendant Mr 
Rockefeller, has made no such 
denial yet be has been let off 
lightly. He prefers to shun the 
limelight and comnnmicares 
with the world chiefly through 
opaque press- statements. 

On this occasion the state¬ 
ment -was explicit. “ I was 
reliably informed-*^ he said. 
- Thar while fo Mexico his (the 
(Sbah’s) health had . seriously 
deteriorated ■ "■ and the State 
De par tment was so advised. 

-I then helped io arrange 
for haring a prominent doctor.

1 a nzao whose identity, ir has been 
stated, cannot be revealed was jailed 
for 18 months at St Albans Crown 
Court and. his car was ordered to be 
forfeited, on a charge of indecent 
assault, to which he pleaded not 
guflty. 

The reason be cannot be named 
was that toe jury acquitted him of 3 
rape charge and under toe Sexual 
Offences (Amendment) Act. 197S— 
wigiMHy intended to protect com¬ 
plainants:—a defendant on a rape 
charge cannot be identified in news¬ 
papers'or broadcasting unless he is 
convicted, or in certain other circum¬ 
stances- No order was made by toe 
learned judge, under Section 6, per¬ 
mitting publication of his name. 

An important principle is thus 
breached—-tost die identity should 
be known of those wtio lose their 
liberty. It is happening all too 
frequently when men are cleared of 
rape but imprisoned on other 
charges. 

Tbe Lord Chief justice, or Parlia¬ 
ment, should consider the implica¬ 
tions of secret jailing*.

The taking of hostages in Tehran 


From Mr M. A. H. Kacouzien 
Sir, Two weeks ago, The Committee 
for toe Defence and Promotion of 
Human Rights in Iran and its sister 
organization in Paris, issued separ¬ 
ate public statements, protesting 
against die continued detenrinn of 
the American Embassy staff in 
Teheran, on the grounds of the 
defence and promotion of human 
rights in that country. Both these 
Committees still maintain their pre¬ 
vious positions, and they both be- 
lieve that, in toe best interest of the 
hostages as well as Iranian and 
American people, a peaceful 
solution to what has now 
become a grave international crisis 
roust be found, (n this connection, 
we find it accessary to emphasise 
some aspects of the present crisis 
which—in the cmotionally-chargcd 
atmosphere of both these countries 
—may be overlooked by the Ameri¬ 
can public and their Government. 

Tbe American Government was 
directly- involved in toe coup 4C6tot 
of August 19S3 against a representa¬ 
tive as well as democratic Iranian 
government, ft supplied—between 
1954 and 1961—toe succeeding dic¬ 
tatorial and corrupt regime of toe 
Shah and his conservative allies 
with massive cm Han and military 
aid. all of which, together with toe 
relatively limited oil revenues of 
that period, were spent on toe sup¬ 
pression of toe basic constitutional 
rights of Iranian people, and toe 
enrichment of the Shah, his family, 
their retainers, and a small band of 
military-bureaucratic officials. From 
1963 until 1978, successive American 
governments pnblicly and un¬ 
critically supported toe Shah’s des¬ 
potic rule and—by implication—his 
suppression of not only constitu¬ 
tional. bat toe most elementary 
human rights and freedoms of 
Iranian people, die inhuman activi¬ 
ties of bis torture machine, his per¬ 
sonal to isapproaviation as well as 
public misuse of Iranian oil 
revenues, his destruction of every 
vestige of both communal and indi¬ 
vidual autonomy from the despotic 
state, his “ one-party" system, and 
so on. and so forth. 

It would therefore be a great 
mistake if, in their response to toe 
present crisis, tbe American public 
ignored these well known facts, and 
misunderstood toe situation as one 
of a smaller nation holding a much 
more powerful country to ransom. 
It is true that the present crisis is 
likely to have been initiated nr ainl v 
(if not wholly) for internal {not 
external) political reasons. But it is

Threat to local democracy

Sir, At a time of considerable debate 
surrounding toe economic strategy 
of the Government, it is important 
both to maintain a sense of propor¬ 
tion m toe picture which opponents 
pa,nf ?* eac b other's position, and.

(November 14) Oxfordshire County 
Council has voted to phase out all 
nursery education throughout toe 
County, ov e rr i di n g its Education 
Committee. Objectors are already 
appealing ro the Deparanear of 
Education and Science under Section 
8 of the 19+4 Education Act, which 
enjoins local authorities to have 
regard to tlfe provision of nursery 
schools or nursery classes. 

We believe that toe County Coun¬ 
cil decision should be challenged 

without delay since, besides being 
inequitable in itself, ir would create 
a precedent for other authorities. 

The White Paper on Expenditure 
1980/81 and recent press statements 
from the Secretary of State and the 
Minister of State in charge of 
schools, indicate that it is Govern¬ 
ment policy that 80 per cent of 
reductions in educational expendi¬ 
ture should be made from non- 
educational sources such as scttxrf 
meals, milk and transport. 

We have all interested ours ekes 
in different ways .in provision for 
the under fives and are very much 
concerned that standa-ds in rbis 
field, as well as is the 5-18 age 
range, should be maintained. The 
role of nursery education in toe 
development of norma] and in par¬ 
ticular disadvantaged children is 
now virtually unquestioned ; it was 
stressed in ‘the 1972 White Paper 
introduced by Mrs Thatcher when 
Secretary of State for Education and 
Science, and reinforced in 1978 by 
the Warnock Report.

more, it began to invoke the masses 
nf Iranian people only after the 
American reaction appeared to 
threaten the independence and 
integrity of Iran as a whole. 

We have little doubt that toe 
great majority of Iranian people— 
including those of them who. at 
present, parricipare *n massive daily 
demonstrations—mean no barm to 
toe American hostages (let alone 
American people), and they would 
be opposed to their mi 1 .treatment so 
long as they do not think that rbeir 
national sovereignty and territorial 
integrity is genuinely threatened by 
a great power which, for reasons 
briefly described above, is extremely 
Hi-reputed in the country.

Some people will undoubtedly see 
such a move as a necessary 
economic weapon in restricting 
public expenditure, but no one can 
doubt that it flies in toe face, not 
merely. of economic dogma about 
leaving, market forces ro find toeir 
own level, but also all the state¬ 
ments made about greater autonomy 
for local government. In theory, toe 
penalty which applies to councils 
who step out of line is toe dis¬ 
pleasure of toeir electorate, which 
in metropolitan areas occurs at the 
election one month after toe race 
increase. The local politicians who 
offer themselves for democratic 
election op a platform of opposition 
to cuts in essential services must 
sorely consider the process of elec¬ 
tion important enough to actually 
have a policy with which to face the 
public. The proposals now being 
advocated by toe Government 
involve not only a serious challenge 
to the constitutional balance of 
central /local relationships, but pose 
a real threat to democratic choice. 
The argument taken to its logical 
conclusion results in anyone 
choosing ro vote for something 
different to toe current _ edicts of 
central government, finding them¬ 
selves penalized by an additional 
withdrawal of grant. 

Christopher Warman, in his 
article on November 21, quotes toe 
Secretary of State for toe Environ¬ 
ment as saying; "The situation is 
so serious in this country that any¬ 
body who indulges in opposition to 
the restraint of public expenditure 
is serving purposes which cannot be 
in the interests of toe bulk of the 
people.” Many may agree, but those 
who do not must have toe right, 
and in a democracy have the duty, 
to do so.

At a time when local authorities 
are being granted greater autonomy 
through the new Education Bill, ir 
25 of vital importance that some 
safeguards for the continuance of 
nursery education in accordance 
with the 1944 Act* albeit recognising 
the stringent economic circum¬ 
stances, should be written into toe 
Bill; and it is to be hoped that the 
Government will ensure that this is 
achieved.

B> the staff of Nature 

Claims that apes can learn io 
communicate In a sign language 
comparable to human speech have 
been challenged by a. group of 
psychologists at Columbia Univer- 
sit? in New York. 

Dr H. S. Terrace and his col¬ 
leagues, who spent four years 
studying very closely the behaviour 
of a young chimpanzee, believe 
that although snch animals may 
seem to be putting words together 
into sentences, they show no indi¬ 
cation of understanding the rela¬ 
tionship between those words, in 
that respect they lack one of the 
fundamental prerequisites for 
human speech. 

The unique feature of human 
language, distinguishing ir from 
rithcr forms of animal communi¬ 
cation, Is Its double structure, con¬ 
sisting of wurds and sentences. 

Whereas birds can sing a par¬ 
ticular snug for a particular pur¬ 
pose. such as claiming a territory 
nr courting a mate, humans can 
put words together into an infinite 
vzririy of sentences. To do that, 
children must first learn how the 
words relate to each other; in

The accountancy profession has 
in the past been a useful source 
of recruits to British manage¬ 
ment—and not only to speci¬ 
alized financial management. 
As Patricia TisdaU’s article on 
this page indicates, the vault¬ 
ing ambition of the ACA/CA 
has frequently taken him to the 
top of the corporate tree.

A market for venturers 


Just about a year ago three 
gentlemen of entrepreneurial 
spirit, Lucius Cary, Harry 
Smith and Tim Guinness, got 
together to provide a service to 
others of like mind. Having 
themselves spent an unreason¬ 
able amount of time and energy 
on the search for financial 
backing for their embryonic 
money-spinners, they decided 
that the whole business could 
be more efficiently arranged if 
somebody established a market 
in which would-be entrepre¬ 
neurs and the institutions—or 
individuals—who might provide 
their capital could meet So 
they set it up themselves, in 
the shape of a monthly informa¬ 
tion sheet. 

In the 13 editions of Venture 
Capital Report so far produced, 
a total of 93 entrepreneurs have 
presented their ideas in all 
their glory—and, while most 
are . staid enough, some are 
gloriously bizarre, like the ellip¬ 
soidal floating house, the wind¬ 
mill power generator or the 
device that turns a lavatory into 
a bidet. 

Relatively speaking, however, 
these are the creme de la 
creme. Venture Capital Report 
gets about IS applications for 
inclusion every week and 
requires tbe lot of them to 
provide details of their product, 
market, financial requirements, 
cash flow projections and per¬ 
sonal circumstances, and it 
subjects those who survive this 
test of sanity and stamina to an 
interview. About one in ten 
applicants actually makes it 


into the pages of the report. 

Not that the applicants have 
any cause to grumble. What 
they are getting in return for 
their time and trouble is 
exposure to the commercial 
acumen and financial means of 
what may very well be the least 
hide-bound group of investors 
in Britain today: the 370-odd 
subscribers to the newsletter. 

After a certain amount of 
heart-searching Venture Capital 
Report decided that the whole 
thing ought to be financed out 
of subscriptions (£125 a year), 
and subscriptions alone, since 
any attempt to charge a fee to 
the entrepreneur or commission 
to the capitalist might prejudice 
their objectivity when it came 
to deriding whether projects 
were sensible enough for inclu¬ 
sion. 

Their subscribers range from 
that traditional source of ven¬ 
ture capital, the private 
individual, to financial institu¬ 
tions: but by far the largest 
number are private companies. 

Of the 93 projects so far pub¬ 
licized all or some of the 
Finance required has been 
raised for 12, another 26 are' 
negotiating with potential 
backers and a bandful' have 
found the money from other 
sources. The projects financed 
include a chain of restaurants, 
to be established by way of a 
franchising operation (49 per 
cent of -the equity sold for 
£75,000), an operation manu¬ 
facturing degreasing equipment 
and re-processing the associated 
solvent (26 per cent of the 


equity sold for £335,000), and 
a device for removing surface 
water from grassed pitches (51 
per cent of the equity sold for 
£7,500). 

So far. to the knowledge of 
Messrs Cary and Co, only one 
of tbe projects financed has 
turned out to be a disappoint¬ 
ment, though not a dud; but 
tbe people at VCR make no 
high investment chums for the 
people they publicize. Mr 
Cary says that their pre-publi¬ 
cation investigation is designed 
to identify people who have 
given serious thought to tbe 
size and nature of the market 
for their product and the fin¬ 
ance required to develop it, 
but that anyone preparing to 
put up the money should 
investigate much more 
thoroughly. 

Though the business is not 
yet covering its true costs (he 
and his fellow shareholders 
subsidize it out of their petsr 
businesses), he says that the 
main problem is not how to 
gain more subscribers, but how 
to sustain a high quality among 
the projects that they publi¬ 
cize. 

However brilliant their ideas. 
There are, apparently, still too 
many would-be entrepreneurs 
who react with indign ati on or 
frivolity to questions designed 
to find out if they know how 
to sec about exploiting them. It 
sounds like the story of British 
business writ smaU|.

The making of a top executive 


It looks as though industry has 
heeded the call for more mar¬ 
keting and sales expertise. A 
new survey of top executives 
shows that nearly 43 per cent 
worked in this area before 
reaching general management. 
This is about double the figure 
shown in a similar, though not 
strictly comparable, study car¬ 
ried out in 1971. 

Despite all the public pro¬ 
nouncements about the increas¬ 
ing importance of public rela¬ 
tion no top executive admitted 
to having come from the per¬ 
sonnel field, compared with 2 
per cent eight years ago. 

Next to marketing, account¬ 
ing was the most important re¬ 
cruiting ground, though some 
way behind. Some 22.5 per cent 
of executives cited finance as 
a background, followed by 
manufacturing and engineering 
with 20 per cent. 

The survey is based on 
questionnaires sent to every 
managing director, chairman 
and chief executive whose 
appointment was listed in the 
Financial Times between July 
1 and September 30. It was

The "quality control circle” 
approach was developed-bv the 
Japanese some 25 years ago,, as 
part of their drive ri> improve 
product quality. It has grown 
into a national movement, in¬ 
volving millions of workers in 
all key industries and-has been 
an important factor in me 
success story of tbe past 25 
years. 

Many observers believe. that 
it was the quality circle 
approach which - enabled Japan 
to make the successful, trans¬ 
ition from a low-quality goods 
producer xo one with world 
renown for high technology 
products. 

While the approach has been 
outstandingly successful in 
Japan, the obvious question 
arises : is its success depen¬ 
dent upon the Japanese culture 
or can it be equally successful 
in other countries ? Id other 
words, is tile circle transfer¬ 
able ? 

About six years ago a PA 
Management associate, Wayne 
Reiker, tackled this question 
and introduced the approach 
into Lockheed Aerospace. It 
-was found that though some of 
the training material needed 
modification the approach 
worked equally well in the 
United States. 

Since then it has been used 
with success in other countries 
and all the trailing and other 
materials are now available in 
an “anglicized" form. 

How does a quantity control 
circle work? A small group of 
employees doing similar work 
under one supervisor volun¬ 
tarily meet for an hour .'each 
week to discuss tiieir quality 
problems, investigate causes, 
recommend solutions and take 
corrective action with, manage¬ 
ment approval. Attendance at 
drde meetings is voluntary but 
those who attend are normally 
paid for doing so- - 
. This description however, 
fails to capture to the fid! what ' 
a quality circle can adrieve. 

The circle techniques can ue' 
applied to almost any group of 
people whoznust work together 
to accomplish a common task. 
By far the most common is one 
of people from the same work 
group, but there are many 
successful mixed dries. 

Further, while circles norm¬ 
ally start by working on 
“ quality ” problems, as the pro¬ 
gramme matures other types of 
problems can be brought in if 
management wishes to extend 
the range. While quality is 
tbe basis of most examples used 
in training the circles, they are 
basically trained in analytical 
pro Mem-solving techniques, not 
Specific quality control ones. 

The key points are that a 
circle meets frequently, that 
membership is voluntary and 
that problems are hot simply 
identified: they are also investi¬ 
gated and solved. 

The objectives of a circle are 
varied . and depend upon the 
viewpoint from which they are 
seen. For example, manage¬ 
ment objectives might include' 
improving quality standards and 
reducing costs. But a super¬ 
visor win be more concerned 
with easing his own workload 
by allowing the staff to tackle 
work problems. As for the circle 
members, they will be interested 
because it gives them a voice, in 
bringing about changes which 
affect their job ; it helps relieve 
the frustration erf seeing things 
done badly and being powerless. 
to improve them ; it makes the 
job more interesting ; and they - 
receive training and become 
visible. 

The main aim is to train and 
develop circle membersso that 
they can, in turn, use this know¬ 
ledge to contribute towards the 
objectives of the company -in- 
producing higher quality pro¬ 
ducts. Although initially the 
focus is an solving quality- 
related problems, circle mem-: 
hers are becoming equipped 

contribute more in mi -aspects . 
of their work, so development. 
of people is important. 

Membership is vokastaxy, 
because it is tbe best way of 
convincing circle members, that 
the programme is for their 
benefit. It is not, therefore, 
another management imposed 
programme.

advice about selecting the 
problems it will work on.'

For the circle programme to 
be a success in afly given com¬ 
pany ir must have (he support 
of someone in line management 
with tbe authority to allocate 
fluids and who will provide tbe 
benefit of his advice and 
counseL 

It should perhaps be empha¬ 
sized that circles are merely 
being given -the opportunity to 
identify, investigate and recom¬ 
mend corrective action for' 
problems. The decision on 
implementation still resides 
with management. It is assumed 
that sound, economic recom¬ 
mendations will be acted upon 
and that circles wiH receive an 
explanation for any decision nor 
to implement recommendations. 

. How does a. drde actually- 
come into being? First, intro¬ 
ductory presentations are held 
for supervisors, either by a 
consultant, or by a permanent 
member of staff. After these 
presentations the supervisors 
decide whether they wish to try 
the approach with their, own. 
work group. Supervisors who 
volunteer are given leader 
naming. 

When the leader has beat 
triiined, a presentation is given 
to the whole work group and 
they then decide whether they 
wiH join the circle es -indi¬ 
viduals- _ . ' 

Much use is made of audio¬ 
visual presentation to reduce 
the demands on the loader and 
eafeutie - consistency . in ’ the 
standard of presentation. While 
it fe a unusual to provide such 
training for the shopSoor, par- 
.ticuhriy for unskilled, opera¬ 
tives, ’ experience shows. that 
.most members gr a sp enoygh of 
the theory to start to use the 
technique* and leant, rapidly 
from experience. 

It w pointless to embark on 
tins programme without mm* 
.agement c ommit m e nt. Given 
that commitment,. the circle 
approach, not only provides a 
. means of true participation, .but 
it can Have a big., impact os 
company performance.

Sun is shining even more brightly on silver 


Last week the hoi’s from the 
Sunshine Mining Company ro'de 
into town. Sure, they were look¬ 
ing for action, and 'it was your 
investment they were after. But 
instead of silver bullets they 
were toting silver bars. For 
Sunshine claims to be the 
biggest pure silver mine in the 
west—the Western Hemisphere 
that it—and it plans to get eveu 
bigger. 

The message is simple: A 
year ago the London Metal 
Exchange closing ring price 
was 261 p an ounce for cash 
delivery; on Friday it was 
S61.25p. In common 'with other 
silver producers. Sunshine’s 
profits reflect the rrend. Net 
income was S 1.56m in 1977. 
S3.19m in 1978, and S9.04m for 
the first nine months of ibis 
year—310 per cent more than 
in the same period of the pre¬ 
vious year. 

But more than that, silvet 
producers expect the price to 
go on rising. Sunshine is there¬ 
fore planning to invest between 
523Qm and 5300m on acquiring 


new properties which wit] 
roughly treble current output 
to about 15m ounces a year. 

This confidence is based on 
more than an Kid-time prospec¬ 
tor's hunch—the management of 
Sunshine is representative of 
the new corporate west, not the 
old wild west. They know chat 
silver production is remarkably 
inelastic. Since 1960 mine pro¬ 
duction outside the centrally 
planned economies has grown 
by an average of only 1-3 per 
cent a year, reaching some 265m 
ounces in 1978. Over the same 
period the price bas risen by 
more than 1,100 per cent. 

The main problem is thaL 
between two-thirds and three- 
quarters of silver output is a 
by-product of other metals, 
chiefly copper, lead and zinc. 
Supply from these sources is 
therefore partly tied to the cost 
of base metals. Conversely, this 
is why pure silver mines are so 
highly geared when the silver 
price rises. 

Deposits of pure silver tend 
to be small. Only rhe fabled 


Potosi mine in Bolivia which 
Fuelled the rise and fall of the 
Spanish empire is thought to 
have rivalled the 90m recover¬ 
able ounces controlled by Sun¬ 
shine around the Couer d’Alene 
District in Idaho. 

Apart from mines, there are 
two or her sources of silver. One 
is recycled scrap. Last year 
total salvage outside the cen¬ 
trally planned economies is 
estimated to have been 84m. 
ounces, an increase of 4.7 per 
cent over 1977. Recycling is

very sensitive to price move¬ 
ments, and is therefore likely 
to grow as tbe price streng¬ 
thens. 

At the same time, however, 
new techniques may discourage 
silver 'recovery. Photography 
is the single biggest con¬ 
sumer of silver, accounting for 


38 per cent in 1978. Instant 
photographs will raise demand 
for silver because tbe metal 
cannot be recovered from 
instant film. - 

Tbe third source is stocks. 
Of these much the biggest 
(apart from coins) is the United 
States strategic stockpile. But in 
an effort to control prices— 
reminiscent of gold sales—the 
Treasury has run down reserves 
from 2bn ounces 10 years ago 
to Just 139m ounces. In addi¬ 
tion to official stocks, there are 
known to be massive—if un- 
quaadded—hoards in countries 
such as India. 

If supply is therefore con¬ 
strained, demand . at the 
moment is not. Industrial 
demand in the United States, 
which takes about 38 per cent 
of annual supply, has risen 
strongly this year for contacts 
and conductors, catalysts and 
photography. 

As a result, the gap between 
total demand and supply, which 
has fluctuated between 150m 


and 200m ounces over the last 
five years, will probably widen. 

All 1 that is needed to set the 
market alight is -another bout 
of gold'speculation. Historically 
silver 1 . bas been ' coupled to' 
gold in a ratio of. about ; 16:1- 
Recendy the strengthening of 
gold has'stretched, the differ¬ 
ential to 24 :1.. Although one. 
obviously cannot be precise 
about the timing, silver looks 
set ' to pursue 'its . upward 
inarch. 

In that case, many of the 
United States mines are in¬ 
teresting prospects. A weak 
dollar—-which. in turn helps 
silver-—and strong fundamental 
demand . reasonably indepen¬ 
dent of industrial fortunes, not 
to mention the speculative 
froth, could, generate some .ex¬ 
citing action. But as the old- 
timer said, this is not a market 
for widows and orphans. What¬ 
ever a mine is called, the sun 
can set 'on silver tdo. ■

Alpine suffers slippage 


By Rosemary Unsworth 

The second successive year of 
poor summer weather resulted 
on further profits slippage for 
Alpine Soft Drinks at the half¬ 
way stage. 

On a 15 per cent increase in 
turnover to £7.7m the manufac¬ 
turing and retail group saw a 
30 per cent decline in trading 
profit to £647,000 for the 26 
weeks to September 29, 1979; 

The poor result was due 
partly to a drop in volume 
from two bad summers and a 
hard winter, and the increase 
in VAT in June which 
depressed margins, said the 
board. 

Tbe newly developed areas 
in the south east are the most 
affected by these two factors 
and redevelopment pro¬ 
grammes will be necessary in 
the coming months. 

Tbe problems are likely to 
continue to affect sales volume 
and margins in the second half 
and profitability will be less 
than last year when the group 
made £1.5m. Any improve¬ 
ments in volume and margins 
will not take place until nsxr 
summer because of the VAT 
increase which “remains an 
illogical and unnecessary pro¬ 
blem for rhis industry " as the 
15 per cent rate is imposed on 
snft drinks as opposed to none 
on coffee, rea or milk, 
explained the board. 

The group’s loss-making lei¬ 
sure wear subsidiary, Curtis 
Hood, which was acquired last 
year, is to be sold. Trading 
losses in the period amounted 
to £61,000 against £91,000 and 


there appeared to be no likeli¬ 
hood of any improvement. 

Contracts for the sale of the 
Bridgend property, pknt and 
stocks are under negotiation 
and the board anticipates that 
there wNl not be a significant 
loss on the disposal. Alpine 
Direct Supply, which sells a 
range of products for children 
through a catalogue, bas 
started trading but failed to 
recruit customers as fast as 
expected. Development losses 
amounted to £82,000 in the 26 
weeks and a similar amount is 
expected to be written off in 
the second half. 

“ The future prospects of 
this venture should be clearer 
by summer 1980 ”, the group 
say. The interim dividend has 
been mahrtmned at 3.4p gross.

Soviet activity is dominant 
feature of tanker trade 


The activity of Soviet char¬ 
terers in securing tonnage to 
move grain provided the domi¬ 
nant feature of the freight 
markets over the past week. 
The prospect of a sizable grain 
movement to Russia to fill the 
gap left in the shortfall of its 
own harvest will likely provide 
a boost for the dry cargo mar¬ 
ket in the new year. By com¬ 
parison tbe tanker market had 
a quiet week, in which rate 
levels remained static. 

It is almost as if Frederick 
Forsyth’s latest book The 
Devil’s Alternative is being 
lived out for. real. It was made 
official last week that this 
year’s Soviet grain harvest will 
total no more than 179m tonnes 
which is 47m tonnes below 
target and 5Sm tonnes below 
the 1978 record crop. 

In addition, because of in¬ 
sufficient drying equipment and 
storage facilities, the final crop 
total may he up to 20m tonnes 
below the 179m level. Against 
this background it is expected 
that the Soviet Union will pur¬ 
chase all the 25m tonnes of 
grain allocated to them by the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture. 

As to marker transactions, 
there is no doubt that Soviet 
charterers were busy last week, 
although their presence was 
being played dawn in some 
quarters. The main sources of 
information appeared to be 
Hamburg and New York but as 


always full details of their trans¬ 
actions were not available. 

The Russians :appear to be 
after tonnage for both period 
fixing, and transatlantic round 
voyages, and reports Indicated 
that some .10 vessels between 
35,000 tons and 60,000 tons were 
booked at daily rates of between 
S9350 to $13,200. 

Chinese, who are never far 
from the market, did not appear 
until late on in the week. Then, 
they were inquiring about 
vessels of about 40,000 tons for 
grain shipments from die 
United States Gulf in the first 
three weeks in January. 

Transatlantic grain. business

was subdued and rates eased 
back as illustrated by.the fixing 
of a / 3,000 tonner at 516.7S for 
January loading wbere as 
recent business for this size of 
ship has been done at S 18.85. 

Generally, the Pacific market 
remained in good shape. One 
50,000 tonner was booked for 
grain from the United States 
Gulf to Japan at $2550 for a 
December/January position, the 
same rate as paid recently for 
November/December loading. 

Iran's problems were hitting 
chartering in the Gulf to some 
extent. Owners were chasing a 


higher rate for trading into the 
country, as well as hoping that 
charterers would pay tire.. in¬ 
creased insurance : premiums 
brought in by. Lloyds last week-- 

To get over this problem 
charterers were trying- to niiss 
out-Iranian ports altogether^ 

■ The influence of Iranian, 
troubles on xhe tanker marker 
seem to have faded. Overall, the 
level, of chartering slackened 
not only in the Gulf, but also 
in the Caribbean, Mediterranean 
and West Africa. - Indonesia 
came in for a space of fixtures, 
to the. United States -west coast 
involving 80-85,000 tenners : for 
rates between world scale 155 
and world' scale. 180. ' 

Brokers felt that as far as 
the Gulf was concerned, it wds 
the lull before the return of 
United States charterers keen 
to arrange December loading. 
Tbe general opinion therefore 
was that once they return rates 
should harden. 

It appears that with, no Iran¬ 
ian. oil going to-the United 
States, the cankers lined tip for 
such cargoes have switched; to 
Kuwait and Saudi Arabia.

Buoyant 
development 
of industrial 
estates 

Activity in the industrial 
sector of the market con¬ 
tinues at a buoyant rate in 
spite of the vicissitudes of the 
general economy. One new 
scheme just announced is by 
Asbville Properties, who have 
acquired a site of 41 acres in 
Nottingham. 

The site is one of the last 
to become available on the 
established Queens Drive 
industrial estate ; close to the 
ring-road system, with gopd 
access to the Ml and city 
centre. It has been acquired 
by Ashville on • a 99-year 
ground lease from the Not¬ 
tinghamshire county council. 

Development finance is 
being provided by RTZ Pen¬ 
sion Fund Trustees, who are 
also associated with Ashville 
in the funding of the pro¬ 
perty group’s new head¬ 
quarters building now under 
construction in Wimbledon, 
and also for the greater 


part of its £4m industrial 
estate at Whetstone, Leices¬ 
ter. 

Construction at Notting¬ 
ham is due to start early next 
year when the entire 80,000 
sq ft of the scheme will be 
developed in a single phase 
of advance units from 5,000 
sq ft upwards. 

No rents are being pro¬ 
jected at this stage, but a 
number of lettings on the 
Queens Drive estate have 
recently been carried out at 
over £1.85 a sq ft. 

The site was introduced to 
Asbville by George Hallam 
and Sons who are sole let¬ 
ting agents. RTZ were 
advised by Jones Lang Woot- 
ton, with King and Co acting 
for Ashville in the funding. 
On completion the scheme 
will have an investment value 
of about £2m. 

Also in Nottingham, the 
first letting has taken place 
on the Glaisdale Park indus¬ 
trial estate, where 42 acres 
is being developed by Laing 
Properties. 

The first letting is to Arco 
(East Midlands), distributors 
of rubber and plastic safety 
equipment, who have taken 
14,000 sq ft in the now com¬ 
pleted first phase of 44,000 
sq ft. Further phases are 


due to begin early next year. 

The scheme, designed by 
Eberlin and Partners,, has 
considerable flexibility and 
can provide For requirements 
of up to 150,000 sq'ft. 

Units are available bn 25- 
year leases from 5,000 sq ft 
upwards. Letting is through 
Harlow Shelton and Co, of 
Nottingham, and King and 
Co, of Leeds. The estate is 
some three miles west of the 
centre of Nottingham. 

At Dyce West, near Aber¬ 
deen, the Prudential Group, 
in conjunction with the Cock- 
burn Property Co, of Edin¬ 
burgh, are developing 45,000 
sq ft of industrial space. The 
scheme consists of four units 
which can be combined, each 
with its own service yard and 
access, adjacent to the new 
airport terminal. Site work 
has begun and it should be 
completed about zhe middle 
of next year. 

The total development 
value is estimated at about 
£lm. Derek G. John and 
Associates introduced the 
scheme and are project man¬ 
agers. Letting is through 
James R. Thomson (Aber¬ 
deen). 

Construction is nearing 
completion on the third
